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Lent Term of Ridley's 
99th year started with Bana- 
na Belt weather in December 
and January. This phase 
culminated in the Winter 
Carnival, 30 January, with 
the temperature a balmy 53 
degrees Fahrenheit; the melt- 
down did not prevent Patrick 
Morrisette, Gr. 12 of Val 
d'Dor, Quebec, from win- 
ning the "free style" ski- 
jumping contest on a great 
mound of snow which the 
prefects had trucked in from 
local areas. February was, 
predictably, a bit more Ca- 
nadian! 

Weather aside, the winter 
term is short and busy. The 
absence, these days, of term 
final examinations in March 
means that, particularly in 
the senior grades, History, 
English, Economics, and a 
multitude of other disci- 
plines feature papers of vary- 
ing length to test the organi- 
zational, research, writing, 
and late-night functioning 
ability of many Ridleians. 
Athletically, the high point 
may well have been our 
swimming teams' SOSSA 
championship won in Janu- 


ary thanks to Ist places for 
our Sr. Girls and Girls Open 
contingents, and second 
place tallies by Sr. Boys and 
Boys Open. This victory, 
for the second year in a row 
over all the public and pri- 
vate school competition in 
the most populous area of 
Canada's most populous 
province, shows that the 
Staples’ tradition in the pool 
is being ably carried on by 
Mr. Paul Lewis and that it is 
not only in rowing that Rid- 
ley sports transcend the nar- 
row world of private school 
compctition. 

Extracurricular life was fe- 
cund throughout the term. 
Many alumni would be 
amazed and jealous at the 
wealth of activities and op- 
portunities available to cur- 
rent Ridleians. In the last 
week in January alone we 
had a SADD (Students 
Against Drunk Driving) 
awareness campaign featur- 
ing movies, talks, and the 
gruesome reminder of a hide- 
ously contorted pickup 
truck, all but destroyed in an 
accident in which alcohol 
was a factor, lying in the 
oval in front of School 
House. Senior students con- 
ceived and organized this en- 
lire programme. Simultane- 
ously, Gr. 5-10 students met 
in small-class groups with 
three adult facilitators from 
Freedom from Chemical De- 
pendency (FCD) of Boston, 
Massachusetts, to discuss 
the problems that drugs and 
alcohol present to modern 
youth. The FCD pcople 
also put on a well-reccived 
session for faculty and local 


parents. On somewhat plea- 
santer notes we enjoyed Ski 
Day with everyone off to the 
downhill or cross-country ar- 
eas in New York State; the 
Amnesty International Con- 
cert with indigenous musical 
groups raising money for a 
worthy cause; a student- 
directed performance of Sa- 
tre's grim No Exit; Ridley 
Forums on current issues 
like the Gulf and Iran-Iraq 
War and the upcoming U.S. 
presidential elections (featur- 
ing, respectively, Mr. Ian 
Wood '53, former Canadian 
Ambassador to Kuwait, and 
Prof. Dan Madar of Brock, 
current parent); and the Mod- 
ern Languages Department's 
Cabaret. 

With the retirement of Re- 
verend Donald and Nancy 
Hunt from the leadership of 
Ridley Lower School in 
June, and the projected in- 
corporation of all Gr. 9 into 
Upper School as of Septem- 
ber, the Headmaster has 
made some appointments for 
next year: Mr. David Cos- 
grove, who has been Assist- 
ant Headmaster of Lower 
School for the past ten 
years, will assume the dircc- 
tion of Grades 5-8; Mr. Jon 
Silver, who has been Dean 
of Residence and more re- 
cently Dean of Students for 
Ridley College, will be as- 
suming the new post of 
Dean of Faculty of Ridley 
College; Mr. Robert Snow- 
den, Head of English and 
Housemaster of Merritt 
South, will become the new 
Dean of Students. More ap- 
pointments will be made 
soon, as the incorporation of 





Grade 9 into Upper School 
means that a new Upper 
School house for boys must 
be created in the Leonard area 
of Lower School, and that 
Mr. Snowden will have to 
give up his housemastership 
in order to do the sort of job 
which he and the Headmaster 
project for the Dean of Stu- 
dents. Ridley is also in the 
process of a search for Heads 
of Modern Languages and 
Music. Things are never 
static at Ridley these days, 
any more than in the world 
at large! 

Toward the end of the fall 
term, a coup de grace was ad- 
ministered by the Housemas- 
ters and the Headmaster to 
the vestigal remnants of the 
Old Boy System which have 
endured at Ridley for the last 
few years. "Slobbing," the 
practice of having new Grade 
10s perform the "personal 
service" of room cleaning for 
senior students who have 
spent three or more years at 
Ridley, was deemed no long- 
er constructive or appropri- 
ate. This "fagging system,” 
derived from English public 
school tradition, has been 
given up at virtually every 
reputable school in the rest 
of the English-speaking 
world, and has hung on at 
Ridley primarily through 
particularistic tradition and 
pressure from senior students 
that "if we had to do it, they 
should have to do it." This 
rationale is not convincing. 
The system has been admin- 
istered unevenly through the 
various houses (strong in 
some, weak or non-existent 
in others), undermines senior 


students’ responsibility for 
their own rooms, and de- 
means younger students. 
E.R.s (early risings), calis- 
thenics under the direction of 
the prefects at 6:00 a.m., 
have been transmuted into 
work service after lunch on 
Thursdays supervised by the 
prefect on duty, and senior 
students may no longer as- 
sign students to 
"punishment" for ill-defined 
"crimes" such as "Lack of 
Discretion.” Prefects and 
other students who are in 
charge of specific activities 
do have the sanction of as- 
Signing students to the 
Thursday "Prefect Detail" for 
specific derelictions of duty. 
Some houses continue to 
have a "house hours" system 
of work details for cleaning 
up around the house, and all 
new students do dining hall 
duty (serving and cleaning 
up at the evening meal) in 
house team groups on rota- 
tion several weeks during 
the year. Students actually 
do more work for the school 
community these days than 
in previous eras. 

Aside from the prowess of 
the swimming team, Ridley 
has taken pride in the 
achievements of individual 
students this past term. Va- 
nessa Wakil, Gr. 12 of St. 
Catharines, was named Na- 
tional Sculler of the Year by 
the Canadian Amateur Row- 
ing Association, and Athlete 
of the Year by the Ontario 
Rowing Association--on top 
of her 16 gold medals in last 
year's sculling and rowing 
competition. Jensa Bell, 
Gr. 11 of St. Catharines, 


and Catharine McDonald, 
Gr. 12 of Edmonton, were 
named to the Forum for 
Young Canadians govern- 
ment programme; Craig 
Taylor, Gr. 11 of St. Catha- 
rines, was a runner-up for a 
Rotary year-abroad scholar- 
ship; and Jessica Webb, Gr. 
13 of St. John's, Nfld., re- 
ceived a runner-up Certifi- 
cate of Merit for the John 
Motley Morehead Scholar- 
ship programme and the 
University of North Caroli- 
na/Chapel Hill. This interna- 
tionally renowned pro- 
gramme gives full 4-year 
room-board-tuition, plus 
summer grants, to 90 stu- 
dents (8 of them Canadians) 
at UNC, one of the "public 
Ivies" south of the border. 
Ridley is one of only four 
independent schools in Cana- 
da to have the privilege of 
nominating candidates and 
Jessica was our first. Laura 
Rice and Iona Brindle, Gr. 
13s of St. Catharines, have 
been nominated by Canadian 
heads of schools for English 
Speaking Union Fellow- 
Ships ‘at British spublic 
schools next year. Iona has 


also won another trip to 
England, in May, as winner 
of the Canadian Independent 
Schools Debating Tourney 
to represent Canada in the 
ESU International Tourna- 
ment. We also had, for the 
first time in the last three 
years, one of our seniors, 
Jeff Bell of St. Catharines, 
score a perfect 800 on a Col- 
lege Board Achievement 
exam, in this case the Math- 
ematics Level 2 Exam. 

Meanwhile, all the steel 
frame and much of the floor- 
ing of the new 2nd Century 
Building is up, and we look 
forward to using it by next 
Lent Term! The 2nd Century 
Campaign stands at approxi- 
mately $12.2-million: $1.4- 
million to go by December 
1989. 

Finally, news for current 
parents and alumni in the 
Niagara Region, in more 
ways than one: a Tiger Cub 
newsletter, produced through 
our own desktop publishing 
system, will be sent out 
close to the start of each 
term. Let us know what you 
think of it when you receive 
the first issue in early April.

It was decided by a com- 
mittee of Heads of Depart- 
ments that a course of stud- 
ies which was thematic in 
approach, inter-disciplinary, 
and reinforced by computer 
applications in all subject 
areas, would present the stu- 
dents with an exciting chal- 
lenge in the form of a course 
of studies unlike any previ- 
ously encountered. Teaching 
staff were co-opted to the 
programme and a further cur- 
riculum committee came 
into being to implement the 
programme. Many brain- 
storming sessions resulted 
in a wide variety of suggest- 
ed activities suitable to the 
theme; enthusiasm was high 
and divergent thinking be- 
came the order of the day. 

The Result: "Voyages"--a 
three-part discovery pro- 


gramme: 
Term 1 -- "Around the 
World in 80 Ways" 


Term 2--"Journey through 
Space and Time" 

Term 3--"The Fantastic 
Journey" 





The Method: A hands- 
on science programme; 
small-group activities; a 
four-day stay in the Halibur- 
tons at "Sunship Earth" for 
environmental education; the 
adoption of the "Louis B. 
Demarais,” a Canada Steam- 
ship self-loader, as a tool for 
further studies in geography, 
math and science; field trips 
to the Welland Canal, Rod- 
man Hall, Black Creek Pio- 
neer Village, Brock Theatre, 
Science North in Sudbury as 
part of the Lower School 
Breakout Weekend, the local 
weather station, and the 
Whitty farm. 

All these ventures were 
undertaken as interdiscipli- 
Mary activities, generating 
enthusiasm in the students 
which carried over from one 
subject of study to another, 
all key concepts and ideas 
being reinforced through en- 
tertaining and challenging 
computer software. 

The Reaction: Grade 5 
is at present the envy of the 
Lower School because of the 
range of activities undertak- 
en, and the 
comparative 
luxury of the 
classroom fa- 
cilities; how- 
ever, what is 
most apparent 
to the outside 
observer is 
their unflag- 
ging enthu- 
siasm, the to- 
tal 
involvement, 
and the happy 
atmosphere. 
To quote a par-

ent: "He never was anxious 
to get to school before!" 

The Long-Term Effect: 
We are presently halfway 
through the first year of the 
programme; the programme 
is constantly being updated, 
amended and improved. The 
success so far has initiated 
discussion of a similar pro- 
gramme next year in Grade 6 
and a certain repetition of 
this year’s programme, or a 
slightly amended version of 
it, next year in Grade 5. Its 
continuance into Grades 7 
and 8 in two years time has 
been suggested; however, 
Ministry of Education stipu- 
lations as to hours and 
course content may hamper 
this course of action. 

We intend to publicize 
the programme by inter- 
school contact locally, by 
competition and_ co- 
Operation with other 


schools, and by bringing 
outsiders onto the campus to 
generate interest both in the 
programme and, consequent- 
ly, in the Lower School.

1889 - 1989 


Initially, we hoped to produce one design, but as the con- 
test progressed, it became obvious that two designs were need- 
ed, one for formal occasions, and one for less formal, more 
“spirit-oriented" applications. These designs will be applied 
to a very wide range of articles celebrating the centenary of the 
College, making it necessary to produce simple, but eye- 
catching graphics. 
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The design brief asked for a logo which combined the tra- 
ditions of Ridley with the promise of the future. Ian Nether- 
cott's design was chosen as the spirit logo for reasons which 
we hope are apparent: the tiger, the "R", the claw represent- 
ing power, and "100" representing our centenary. Kelly Orrt's 
use of the clock tower is an obvious reference to time and is 
an immediately recognisable icon of the Ridley campus. This 
more formal style of design will be used on print materials.

2ND CENTURY CAMPAIGN TOPS 
12 MILLION DOLLARS! 


OUR 
TOMORROW 
BEGINS 











On 1 January 1988, the 2nd Century Campaign surpassed its original goal of 12 million dollars; at present, 
the campaign has reached 12.1 million dollars of our revised target of 13.6 million dollars. 


The 2nd Century Science and Arts Centre is rising from the ground at the east end of the B-squad field facing 
the back road that runs between the cricket shed and Merritt House. This building has been made possible by 
the generosity of many members of the Ridley family, but three major donors will be honoured by having 
wings of the building bearing their family names. The late Frederick Kingstone Ashbaugh, Class of 1922, in 
addition to contributing a very generous initial gift to the building, also made a major bequest to the school in 
his will. The north wing of the complex which will house the Art and Computer facilities will bear his 
name. 


A second donation of major importance to the campaign was made by H. T. Mandeville who provided an in- 
novative challenge gift to establish The Mandeville Maintenance Fund for the new building. Mr. Mandeville 
also gave another gift that provided the funds for the completion of the 350-seat theatre in the west end of 
the building to be named The Ernest W. Mandeville Theatre and Auditorium in memory of his late father. 


The third major gift has been made by an anonymous Western Canadian Ridley family whose extreme gene- 
rosity helped to launch the 2nd Century Campaign. The south wing of the building, which will house the new 
Science Department, will bear the name of this family which will be announced in the near future. 


To date, 7.5 million dollars have been donated or pledged to the Building Fund, but the campaign still re- 
quires $500,000 to complete this 8 million dollar centre. Another approximately 1 million dollars are still 
needed to provide funds for two Academic Chairs, Bursaries and Professional Development Funds. 


Ridley is deeply indebted to all the alumni, parents and friends who have made donations to help the 2nd 
Century Campaign reach the 12.1 million dollar mark. 


As the school approaches its centennial in 1989, we ask all the members of the Ridley family to consider 
making as generous a pledge as their circumstances will allow to the 2nd Century Campaign. Pledges can be 
extended by individuals, families or companies over a period of two, three or four years. Any pledge of $7,500 
or more to the Centennial Bursary Fund will be matched by the Ridley College Foundation; also, any donation, 
regardless of size, given to the Mandeville Maintenance Fund will be matched by the Mandeville Challenge 
Gift. All individuals or groups giving $5,000 or more to the 2nd Century Campaign will have their names in- 
scribed on the Donor Recognition wall in the foyer of the new 2nd Century building.

SECOND CENTURY 
CONSTRUCTION NEWS 


March 1988 
CONSTRUCTION PROGRESS 


General: 

The basement area has been com- 
pletely stripped of the formwork 
and scaffolding that supported the 
concrete slab ceiling. Protective 
shelters have been formed around 
the stair and orchestra pit open- 
ings, thereby enabling a protected 
environment to be created in the 
basement. 

In this relatively dry and prop- 
ane-heated environment, Newman 
Bros. have poured the concrete 
basement floor slab and are contin- 
uing to work in the mechanical 
room sump pit area. 


oteel: 

Phase 2 steel has been plumbed 
and Phase 3 steel (entrance/lobby/ 
washroom areas) is on site and be- 
ing erected, about 80% completed 
at the end of January ‘88. 


Masonry: 

The masons are laying block 
walls in the basement area and 
making very good progress. The in- 
tention is to work in the protected 
basement during the really cold 
spells, but to lay blocks in the 


classroom wings outside during any 
warmer days. This way we can pull 
back some lost time in the project 
without spending an excessive 
amount of money on winter work 
protection. 


Mechanical & Electrical: 

Again we have had good 
progress from both of these trades. 
The plumbing 'rough-in' work in 
the basement is almost complete, 
and the electrician is keeping 
ahead of the masons with the elec- 
trical 'rough-in' work. 


CONSTRUCTION SCHEDULE: 


The project is still approximate- 
ly four weeks behind schedule, but 
with masonry work now progress- 
ing at a pace, it is hoped that some 
time will be recovered in the near 
future. 


COSTS: 

The expenditure on steel of ap- 
proximately $77,000 noted in the 
last newsletter has been examined 
further by the consultants, and the 
net result is that the ‘extra’ may 
not be as high when the final costs 
are in. There were no further ex- 
penditures against the contingency 
allowance this month.

RAISE THE ROOF! 


Disbursements for construction of 
the 2nd Century Building have now 
surpassed the 3 million dollar 
mark. Fortunately, campaign con- 
tributions received for use in pay- 
ing these project costs total approx- 
imately 3.5 million dollars. An 
additional 1 million dollars due 
this month from our anonymous 
donor, plus interest on our accumu- 
lated contributions, will leave us 
with 2 million dollars cash in the 
bank to pay project costs of 5.5 mil- 
lion. 


Pledges due over the next 5 years 
add up to roughly 2 million dol- 
lars, and the school has arranged 
for a line of credit in that amount 
to be repaid as the pledge pay- 
ments are made. Our anonymous 
donor has agreed to pay approxi- 
mately 1 million of the 1.5 million 
shortfall, contingent upon the com- 
pletion of the project and the col- 
lection by the school of 4 million in 
cash from other donors for the 
building. As mentioned above, this 
amount currently stands at about 
3.5 million. 


The project costs, and the pay- 
ment thereof, will balance nicely, 
provided we are successful in rais- 
ing $500,000 in cash donations to- 
wards the building from now until 
December of 1988, the anticipated 
project completion date. This mag- 
ic $500,000 will not only fund the 
presently unfunded portion of the 
building cost, but also provide the 
necessary qualifications for receipt 
of challenge funds provided by our 
anonymous donor. 


Naturally, any pledges sched- 
uled for 1989 and beyond, but paid 
in advance of those dates, will 
help the school to reduce interest 
by prepaying the loan. And the 
$500,000 we still need will "Raise 
the Roof."

In the December 1987 issue of Tiger, we reported that 
_ our corporate donations totalled $215,300. Through the 
continuing, strong efforts of our canvassers and the gen- 
erosity of supportive corporations, this figure now 
stands at $280,875.

In the Tiger Pit 


LESSONS FROM DOWN UNDER 


Last year I was fortunate 
to exchange teaching posi- 
tions with Mr. Rob Patter- 
son of Mentone Grammar 
School in Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia. Like many indepen- 
dent schools there, it is 
much larger than similar 
schools here; it has about 
1,000 students, all day boys, 
from pre-kindergarden to 
Year 12. “In® them Junior 
School, where I was teach- 
ing, there were about 350 
boys in grades 3-7. 

I learned a great deal from 
this experience. When it was 
first suggested, their Head- 
master observed that there 
are two categories of teachers 
who find exchanges particu- 
larly valuable. The first is 
the younger teacher with a 
few years experience who 
has mastered the basic skills; 
for him a teaching exchange 
is a chance to widen his ho- 
rizon and to test his compe- 
tence in a new setting. 

The other group consists 
of older teachers who have 
been doing mostly the same 
job and who are in danger of 
becoming stale if they do 
not try something new. Af- 
ter ten years of teaching ge- 
ography, coaching squash 
and tennis, and the relentless 
Ridley routine, I. very defi- 
nitely fell into the second 
category. 

Thus the first benefit to 
the teacher is simply to get 
away from his own school. 
His usual courses are all too 
familiar and he may well be- 
come an aging Hamlet try- 
ing to put fire into a solilo- 
quy he has done a million 
times before. School rou- 


tines can deepen into ruts 
which become too comforta- 
ble for either his good or 
that of his students. 

Since Mentone is a day 
school, there are virtually no 
evening functions (and no 
evening duties). Because 
their sports matches are held 
on Saturday morning, the 
rest of the weekends are al- 
ways free. Having the spare 
time is nice, but there is 
less chance to really get to 
know the students than in a 
boarding school. 

A second benefit is to 
see how other schools oper- 
ate and how other teachers 
teach. If he is at all curious, 
the exchange teacher will be- 
gin to reconsider what he is 
doing and how he is doing 
it. He will also take a fresh 
look at how his home 
school operates. 

Mentone has a much 
more settled routine than 
Ridley. Sports and extra- 
curricular activities are built 
into the timetable so as not 
to interrupt classes. Inter- 
mural sports are on Tuesday 
or Friday afternoons, practic- 
es after school and matches 
on Saturday morning. 
Choir, music, chess and oth- 
er activities are held during 
lunch. My classes never 
seemed to be interrupted or 
cancelled, and everything 
seemed to run like clock- 
work; it operates so smooth- 
ly because it is a day school 
and because the range of ac- 
tivities is not as wide as 
ours. But even considering 
these factors, we could learn 
something here. 

The third benefit is the 


chance to travel to new plac- 
es. I had been to Australia 
before and had seen a good 
bit of the country; so, I went 
to China for two weeks and 
to New Zealand for three. 

Such first-hand experi- 
ence is especially valuable 
for a geography teacher. Two 
weeks only allow for fleet- 
ing impressions of classical 
Chinese scenery, of magnifi- 
cent Imperial monuments 
and of life there today. But I 
had taught a unit on Chinese 
geography and now know 
that most of what I taught 
was completely out of date. 
If I ever get to teach it again, 
I'll know better. 

A teaching exchange also 
benefits the schools. For ex- 
ample, their Junior School 
has a weekly assembly, just 
as we do for grades 5-8. One 
feature is the sports report. 
A player from each team 
which played on Saturday 
tells the school what the re- 
sults were, and which 
players did well. This prac- 
tice in public speaking is 
very good for students, and 
the news about what is hap-

pening around the school 
builds spirit. Consequently, 
we now have sports reports 
in Lower School. 

A second part of Men- 
tone’'s assemblies isuine 
presentation of Honour 
Cards. Each class has its 
own room where most of its 
periods are taught. During 
the week, subject teachers 
award plus and minus 
points; the boys enter these 
on a class list in their home- 
room. At the end of each 
week the form master works 
out which boys (maximum 
of five) get Honour Cards. 
In our amended R.L.S. sys- 
tem, Tiger Cards are now 
awarded at intervals for good 
effort, achievement and con- 
duct. 

Next year, when grade 9 
will be spread throughout 
Upper School and Lower 
School will be replaced by a 
Middle School which will 
be 75% day students with an 
average age of 12, the exper- 
icnce I gained will be in- 
creasingly useful as we con- 
sider how this new phase of 
Ridley will run.

ALUMNI PROFILE 





Peter Hutchison '55 
writes: In April of 1949, 
my twin-brother, Joseph 
Richard, and I were suddenly, 
within weeks of landing at 
Halifax with our parents and 
two sisters, plunked into 
Ridley Lower School. After 
graduation, I spent further 
years of study at U of T, La- 
val, Oxford and Geneva. 

My career began in ear- 
nest in 1966 at External Af- 
fairs. Nine years of head- 
quarters service in Ottawa 
were professionally impor- 
tant but somewhat unevent- 
ful. The twelve years spent 
abroad, however, included 
several episodes of general 
interest. 

My first posting was with 
the Permanent Canadian Del- 
egation in NATO where, as 
secretary to the Delegation, I 
had a ringside seat to the un- 
equal battle courageously and 
tenaciously waged against 
the Trudeau government by 
Ross Campbell, my ambas- 
sador, in an effort to reduce 
the extent of the Govern- 
ment's proposed pull-back of 
Canadian troops from Eu- 


rope. The year was 1968 
and in Czechoslovakia Rus- 
sian tanks had just sup- 
pressed Dubcek's revolution- 
ary experiment with 
democracy. The pull-back 
of our troops from Europe 
was reduced from one-half to 
one-third: Ross Campbell 
had won a victory. Canadi- 
ans had recognized once 
again that the defence of 
Canada begins in Europe. 


My first ambassadorial 
assignment took me to Iraq 
where I arrived just four days 
before the outbreak of war 
with Iran. For three years 
(1980-'83) I lived through 
many poignant events and, 
inetiuemDLOcessmcamentO 
know a proud nation with a 
complicated and ancient his- 
tory. The little-known 
marsh Arabs in southern Iraq 
were fun to visit as were the 
fiercely independent Kurds in 
the north where, with my 
wife, Evelyn Serrano, I was 
at that time one of the very 
few diplomats to visit and 
stay in the Kurdish capital 
of Suleimaniyah, near the 
Iranian border. 


Immediately thereafter I 
was appointed ambassador to 
Tunisia where, from 1983- 
'86, I was also accredited, as 
non-resident ambassador, to 
Col. Ghadafi's Libya. This 
dual accreditation became in- 
creasingly delicate as rela- 
tions between Tunisia and 
Libya deteriorated, diplomat- 
ic relations were broken off 
and their border was closed. 
Concurrently, American 
pressure was applied to Lib- 
ya as Ghadafi was suspected 
of sponsoring terrorist at- 


tacks on American targets. 
The bombing of Tripoli by 
the US Sixth Fleet led to the 
problem of what to do with 
the numerous Canadians 
working in the far-flung oil 
fields of the Libyan desert. 

Most of my work was 
spent in helping to oversee 
Canada's large developmental 
aid program in Tunisia. A 
good part of my Icisure time 
during these years was spent 
in the Algerian Sahara where 
I found solitude, adventure, 
and indescribable beauty. 

Since 1986, I have been 
home once more, happily re- 
united with my married son 
and four daughters and living 
in our pioneer log house in 
the Gatineau Hills. At Ex- 
ternal, I look after English- 
speaking African countries. 
Once again, much time is 
spent on policy governing 
Canadian development aid to 
those countries. 

My career has been satis- 
fying both per se and as 
path-breaking for later first- 
generation Canadians in the 
Department. Life has been 
fun and rewarding and, 
through many a working 
night and weekend, true to 
Ridley's motto: Terar dum 
prosim.
